Working  smoothly  and  confidently 
at  all  times  Montana  State  Bobcats 
three  times  champions  of  the  Rocky

Gymnasium  Friday  night  by  the  score 
of  59-43. 

. But  the  game  was  more  thrilling 
and  closer  than  the  sixteen  point 
margin  indicated  by  the  score.  The 
Cougars  never  let  up  in  their  efforts 
to  beat  the  invaders  and  at  times  trail- 
ing far  behind,  so  often  rallying  with 
mighty  efforts  that  brought  cheers 
from  the  capacity  crowd.

E.  Ward,  the  Rocky  Mountain  Con- 
ference’s best  pivotman,  was  the  poison 
in  the  Cougar’s  meat,  tallying  twenty- 
two  points  for  easily  high  point  man. 
Mark  Reeve,  B.  Y.  U.  center,  did  a

Inability  to  convert  shots  were  the 
biggest  faults  of  the  Cougars,  as  stat- 
istics showed  that  they  took  more 
attempts  than  the  Bobcats.

Captain  George  Cooper  did  himself 
glory  by  smothering  the  famous  “Cat1 
Thompson,  ace  of  Rocky  Mountain 
Conference  forwards,  for  the  total  of 
only  three  baskets  during  the  game.
